Called Out.

Yesterday afternoon, about 6 o'clock, an
immense crowd (black nnd white) being
on the Battery, a disturbance arose, it is
impossible to tell why or how, which suon
culminated in a general free fight, in which
bricks and other convenient missiles were
promiscuously used. The few policemen
on. the spot, under the command of Lieut.
Hendricks, procceded promptly to dis
charge their duty and make arrests, and
bad succocded in sceuring three of the
ring-leaders, when Capt. Flelds, the Pro-
vost Marshal, appeared upon the scenc, and
as he was the senior officer, Licut. Hene
dricks submitted the control of operations
to him. The Captain, believing it seems
in moral suasion, commanded tﬁo police—
men not to use their clubs, and went about
among the negroes commanding and be
sceching them to disperse. The conse—
quence was that the disturbanco was quell
ed temporarily, and only three more arrests
were made. There were some two hun-
dred negroes engaged in the first row.
¢ Encouraged by getting off so lightly in
tho first instance, the negroes collected a
sooond time under the leadership of some
eight or ten colored soldiers, unarmed but
in uniform, and, in a kind of riotous pro-
cession, literally took possession of Wards
1and é, marching around the Battery and

_ through King, Tradd, Meeting, Elliott and
othor streets in that quarter, creating great
alarm and excitement, but meeting with
no resistonce.

was in a manner a continuation of the first,

was brought to the Guard House, Mayor

Gaillard sont a dispatch to the military

commander of the Post, asking for assist-

ance, and gave orders to the officer of the
day to await his action. Meantime the

Minott
a squad of fifty at his disposal.
Re of the increased violence of the
mob being made, and demands for assist-
ance ming urgent, that officer deter-
mined to await the military no longer, and
sallied forth He had scarcely set out
when he met an officer in command of
twenty five soldiers who bad been sent to
his assistance.

Paoifio const. Contending with obstacles that
would have frightened men of any other age,
the engineers of (liese roads are pushing brave-
ly formard at the rate of about three gaarters
of = mile per day. Soearnestare the contrac-
tors of one of these railroads—ihe Union Pa-
cific—which travels west from Omaha, that
they contemplate providing artificial lights to
exgpodite the werk by night as well as day. so
as to complete if possible two miles every
twenty lour hours. Two rassenger cars and
one hundred and nincteen. box and patform
ours, are hy this time running one hundred
miles west of the above named town. When
completed it ie believed that this Union Pacifiic
Railroad will become a feeder, as well as a ve-
ceiver of trade and business of no ordinary
magnitude, and it is no stretch of theimagina-
tion o unE ose that the tonnage of this great
national highway will, at no distant day, con-
sist lurgely of the precious ores from the win-
eral districts of our western Stetes and territo-
ries sent to the eastern States, where cheap
fuel, cheap labor, nnd improved machinery will
be used fur their smeliing and refining.
